: official statement admitted there was 
an inflation of more than 1,000,000,000 
francs ($33,500,000), and 800,000,000 ad- 
ditional francs [$26,800,000] had been 
i advanced to the state treasury. - 
i . By printing 1,072,000,000 more paper 
francs ($35,912,000}] during the last 
: week, the bank now has a circulation 
ef 55,650,000,000 francs [$1,864,275,000], 
and with the new loan to the 
the state owes the bank 36,550,000,000 
francs [$1,224,426,000}. 


Fear Sudden Big Drop. 


Such an adverse bank statement , 
formerly always weakened the franc, 
but today the latter was not affected. 

Reports insist that the exchange 
gamblers driving the franc upward in 
a tremendous spurt will suddenly pull 
out and let it drop like a plummet, 
reaping enormous profits. | 

The franc’s steady improvement is 
bringing a squeal from those French- 
men who insisted on-making contracts 
and leases on a dollar basis when the. 
exchange was weaker. Such French- 
men now are invoking the constitu- 
tional law requiring all transactions 
here to be made in the national cur 
rency, thus escaping commitments 
made when they thought the franc 


Foreigners who rented homes and 
offices when the franc was declining 
with the “dollar safeguard clause”) 
now find their rentals increasing daily. 

Many who leased premises on a 
basis of 5,000 francs ($100) monthly in 
July now are paying at the rate of 
$166 a month because the French land- 
lords will not recognize the gold parity 
guarantee clause, since it is work- 
ing against them. In nearly every 
case the foreigners resign themselves 
to being trimmed because offices and 
apartments are so scarce. Even at 
the increased rentals they are cheaper 
than in other capitals. 

In case a tenant or 
fuses to take it on the chin the French 
owners merely reply, “Take it to 
court,” with the knowledge that they 
will win, as the French government 
does not recognize contracts negotiated 
im any currency but the French. 

Hits Working Class. 

But the pinch is beginning to be felt 
by the working classes of the French’ 
themselves, as the majority of prices 
and average cost of living today ac- 
tually is higher than it was in mid- 
July. The prices of all commodities, 
steadily marked up since spring, when 
the franc began slipping daily, never 
have been reduced, or, if so, merely 


above the former levels. |

The first seven on this list, which is not in the 
order of the votes received, were selected and 
approved by the Chicago Bar association. The 
election of seven out of twelve may be considered 
a vote of confidence in the bar association, con- 
sidering all circumstances, but the association’s 
percentage should have been higher. The bar is 
co tly being adjured to guard the integrity 
of members in office, the judges. It makes the 
effort to comply with the public demand by passing 
upon and recommending judicial candidates. The 
citizen’s part is to take advantage of the bar as 
sociation’s findings and to put in office those men 
the bar aasociation deems fit for office. 


Political observers will perhaps find a signifi- 
cance in the fact that, despite an important Deme- 
cratic victory in the county, all five elected Mu- 
nicipal judges not recommended by the bar aasocia- 
tion were Republicans. There seems to be here 
evidence of the way the considerations of the gen- 
eral political struggle are permitted by the present 
election system to influence the election of judges. 

It is part of the ideal scheme of our government 
that the bench should be immune and apart from 
politica. This ideal cannot be approached so long 
as judicial elections come and are lost in the shuf- 
fling and trading of a general politica) election. 

The election displayed also the evil of the long

FORGETTING CRIME. 


They had expected the selection of a second jury 


to try Joe Saltis and Frank Konelil for the murder 


of a rival bootlegger to be a dificult task. The 
first jury had no sooner been impaneled than 
Hymie Welas and a companion gangster were 
killed and two gangsters and W. W. O’Brien, de- 
fense counsel in the Saltis case, wounded by ma- 
chine gun bullets. In Weiss’ possession were found 
lists of witnesses and jurors; there were charges 
of fixing and tampering; and one juror was found 
to be mentally unsound. 
They set about getting another jury, looking 
forward to weeks of questioning before twelve men 
could be found who had not heard of and been 
influéneed by the Saltis case and the murder of 
Weiss. Instead of weeks, it took only seven days 
to find twelve sich men. Within three days after 
the selection of a second jury had begun talesmen 
began to say they had forgotten all about the 
Saltis case and the Weiss shooting. | 
If those prospective jurors were at all indicative 
of the whole public feeling, then it can be said 
that Chicago can be counted on to forget an out- 
rageous crime within a week. Since memory is a 
thing born of attention and interest, it may be 
said that Chicago pays little attention to and is 
not interested in lawleasneses and murder. 

Also, imagine a legal system that encourages the 
trial of an important criminal] case by men who 
are able to forget a crime as sensational as that 
of the Weiss killing. And which permits delays, 
delays, delays, until even those interested enough 
to remember have lost track of the crime. 
Citizens cannot afford not to be interested in 
crime and in criminal] cases. Certain well mean- 
ing persons decry the publication and the headlin- 
ing of crimes in the newspapers. If the public 
can forget a crime when the details of it have been 
staring them in the face from the front pages of 
every newspaper, what would they do if the news- 
papers ignored or “played down” crime? 

But this is not meant as an argumnt for crime 
news. It is intended only to point out that among 
the reasons for crime in Chicago is a discouraging 
apathy on the part of the people, an apathy en- 
couraged by the aimleas procrastinations of an 
archaic criminal code. , 


NO RETREAT ON

POOR “HEALTH IN RUSSIA. 
NTIL the American medical and 
sanitary relief expedition went 
into Russia in 1921 the world 
never knew how bad were health 

conditions in that country. We have 
always been disposed to blame that 
country for the great pandemics of 
influenza which sweep over the world at 
intervals of about a generation. We 
have suspected them of handing us 
cholera, plague and malignant smallpox 
at intervals, but even here the proof was 
poor. Their vital statistics showed them 
to have a high general death rate and 
an especially high baby death rate, 

In the American relief administration 
bulletin Dr. Henry Beeuwkes tells us 
that the reports of the vital statistics 
division of the health department under 
the old régime were wholly unreliable ; 
that neither death rates nor the rates 
of various forms of contagion were de- 
pendable. Bad ag health conditions 
under the old régime were reported to 
be the actualities were far worse. 
The relief expedition went into Russia 
in 1921. That was seven years after 
the onset of the world war and four 
=— after the first phase of the revolu- 

on. 
famine. During the famine period and 
disease rates were on a par with condi- 
tions in the middle ages in Europe, 
When the expedition left in 1923 the 
health of the people was about normal 
for Russia. Therefore the principal 
valué of the report for us lies in what 
it tells of Russia as it was. For in- 


stance, it is valuable to students of health 


to know that the vital statistics sup- 
plied by the department of health under 
the czar were valueless. 

Dr. Beeuwkes says of the old order: 
“In her struggles against violent epi- 
demic diseases Russia won few battles 
and made no conquests.” Coming down 
to more recent times the report estimates 
that between 1918 and 1923 thirty million 
people had typhus fever, fifteen million 
had relapsing fever, The number hav- 
ing typhoid fever each year ranges from 
100,000 to 300,000. Dysentery is about as 
prevalent as typhoid fever. Cholera vis- 
its the country every year. Consumption 
is far more prevalent than in other 
European countries and trachoma in

therefore, has become the most important 
disease of the land. Over 1,600,000 cases 
were reported*in 1922." 

The soviet government has a man’s 
size job before it. Can they make Rus- 
sia healthy? Just to the west of them, 
under similar climatic ‘conditions, are 
Sweden, Norway, Denmark and Holland 
with perhaps the best health conditions 
in the world, and right now the Finns 
are teaching all of us how to develop 
endurance and bodily vigor.

Address Voice of the 


MISERY IN THE ILLINOIS VALLEY. 


Chicago, Nov. 2.—I have just returned 


from a trip through a part of the flooded 


‘area of the Illinois river. The situation 


is so deplorable and the plight of some of 
the people, particularly the tenant farm- 
ers whose lands have been flooded, is so 
desperate that I feel that the general 
public should have more knowledge of 
the facts, 

I note that such publicity as has been 
given has spoken principally of Beards- 
town and one reading the papers would 
imagine that the was confined 
largely to that towm. As a matter of 
fact, Beardstown forms only a very small 
part of the devastated area. There have 
been more than 140,000 acres of bottom 
corn land completely inundated and the 
crops destroyed. 

Most of the farmers in this area are 
tenant farmers and their loss is coniplete. 
The situation would not be so bad if it 
were spring instead of fall, but these peo- 
ple are facing winter without adequate 
food, without warm’ clothing, without 
feed for their live stock and without 
means to resume their farming opera- 
tions in the spring. Much actual suffer- 
ing is itmminent if measures are not 
taken to provide relief. The Red Cross 
worker in charge at one of the relief cen- 
ters has just been transferred to that 
point from Florida and states that the 
situation in the Dlfinois valley is much 
worse than in Florida and is made more 
desperate by the approach of winter. 
Women and small children are in ur- 
gent need of warm ciothing and warm 
bedding. A great many well td do homes 
would be glad to cont¥ibute cast off 
clothing and bedding if they knew the 
situation. I feel sure that if you will in- 
vestigate you will find the situation mer- 
its more attention than it has received. 
It is quite proper to help rehabilitate 
Florida, but we should not neglect our 
own Illinois valley.

1776. Had Australia been a nation at 
that time, he said, it would have 
rushed to the aid of the American col- 


onists. The attitude of the British. 


government in 1776, when it did not 
recognize the aspirations and ideals 
eof young peoples, would have 
estranged Australia, too. 


Raps British Attitade. 

The premier relieved the embarrass- 
ment of his English listeners, how- 
ever, by saying that these incidents 
were buried in the past and Australia 
now enjoyed full freedom within the 
empire, because of the victories won 
by the American colonists. 

“In Australia,” Mr. Bruce said, “ we 
_— ourselves as the inheritors of 

that was won by the American 
forefathere.”’ 

Mr. Bruce also paid high tribute to 
America’s part in the world war. 

“ America’s intervention, I firmly be- 
live, made certain the final triumph of 
the allies,” he said. 

Defends U. 8S. Position. 

He refuted the attitude taken by 
some nations {and Kipling] that Amer- 
ica grew rich on the sufferings of the 
people of Europe; that it took advan- 
tage of the tragedy to improve its own 
position; and the suggestion that 
America is holding the world at ran- 
som because of the wealth it made dur- 
ing the war. He pointed out that it 
is impossible to hope for economic co 
operation from America, which is so’ 
necessary to the world today, while 
Murope says those things. 

“This atmosphere of misunderstand 
ing has got to be removed,” he con- 
tinued. “ Europe must realize that the 
American people are prepared to play 


. their part—which I am certain is going 


to be the final and determining factor— 
in the solution of the world’s economic 
probelms.”

A baritone made a début last night, 
and it looked like a successful one. 
He was Georges Baklanoff, for a num- 
‘ber of years one of the important mem- 
bers of the Chicago Opera, and last 
night at Orchestra hall making an ap- 
pearance in song recital. 

In his operatic days Mr. Baklanoff 
was so striking a stage figure, so 
well up in the arts of costume and 
makeup, so ardent in his love making 
on the few occasions that opera plots 
permit a baritone to make love, that 
he sometimes got more credit for these 
than for his singing. But he can 
sing. Perhaps his voice is not quite 
as young as it was when he first came 
here as a member of Henry Russell’s 
Boston Opera company, but it still has 
quality, power, and control. 

It is good for a sustained melody of 
the old time Lully, for a modern song, 
or for one of those gorgeous operatic 
arias of Russia, in the last case, from 
Moussorgsky’s “Khovantchina.” What- 
ever he sang was generally temper- 
amental, with a good deal the same 
sort of personality that made him at- 
tract attention as soon as he stepped 
upon the operatic stage. 

Rather contrary to the normal in 
such cases, his assisting artists car- 
ried about as much artistic weight as 
he himself. Irene Pavloska was one, 
possessing a mezzo-soprano voice of 
much beauty, and singing, among 
others, Fauré’s “ Apres un Reve” both 
skillfully and delightfully. Amy Neill 
was the other, a notable artist, and 
high in the ranks of the violinists, 
whether women or men. —
